ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1946. 


To  THE  Chairman  and  Members. 

Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  for  1946,  has  been  prepared  in  accordance 
with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  13/47. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  19.9  compared  with  19.3  for  1945  and  the 
Death  Rate  was  10.09  compared  with  10.21. 

The  Council’s  post-war  Housing  proposals  are  detailed  on  page 
11  ;  at  the  end  of  the  year  179  permanent  houses  were  in  course  of 
erection,  2  were  completed  and  100  pre-fabricated  bungalows  had 
been  erected. 

After  receiving  favourable  comment  from  the  County  Council 
the  Council’s  schemes  of  water  supply  and  sewerage  prepared  under 
the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944  were  in  the  hands 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  a  tender  had  been  accepted  for  part 
of  the  scheme  dealing  with  water  supply. 

Another  instalment  in  the  Council’s  plan  to  carry  out  the  whole 
of  the  refuse  collection  in  the  area  by  direct  labour  came  into  force 
on  April  1st,  when  this  method  of  collection  commenced  at  Breadsall, 
Dale  Abbey,  'Little  Eaton,  Morley,  Stanley,  and  West  Hallam.  Ex¬ 
perience  of  direct  labour  refuse  collection  since  it  was  introduced  in 
part  of  the  area  in  1941  has  shown  without  doubt  that  a  great  im¬ 
provement  has  been  effected  and  numerous  complimentary  references 
have  been  received. 

A  further  notable  development  took  place  in  the  replacement 
of  the  voluntary  closet  conversion  scheme  by  statutor}'^  action  under 
Sec.  47  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

I  am  indebted  to  my  fellow  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
courtesy  and  assistance  during  the  year.

The  Council's  proposals  for  works  of  water  supply  under  the 
Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944  were  the  subject  of  a 
favourable  report  from  the  County  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers 
and  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Authority  was  given 
to  obtain  tenders  for  the  duplication  of  mains  between  Borrowash 
and  Elvaston  and  between  Dale  Abbey  and  Sandiacre.  A  tender 
amounting  to  £22,790  was  accepted  but  work  was  not  commenced 
during  the  year. 


Eleven  small  mains  extensions  were  carried  out,  principally  to 
serve  new  housing  sites.

The  following  information  is  furnished  by  courtesy  of  the 
County  Analyst 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

During  the  year  1946,  138  samples  were  taken  in  the  area  of 
the  Shardlow  Rural  District  Council,  102  of  these  being  Milks. 

Of  the  Milk  samples  six  were  deficient  in  fat  and  six  contained 
small  amounts  of  added  water.  The  vendors  of  these  twelve  samples 
were  Cautioned. 

The  label  on  one  sample  of  Non-Brewed  Vinegar  did  not  con¬ 
form  with  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order.  This  matter  was  taken  up 
with  the  bottlers,  who  stated  this  was  an  old  label  and  sent  copies  of 
ones  they  were  using.  These  were  satisfactory  and  no  further  action 
was  taken. 

The  remaining  samples  were  all  satisfactory. 

Emergency  Petrol  Supplies. 

13,000  gallons  of  motor  fuel  were  purchased  during  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1947. 

Closet  Conversion  Scheme. 

During  the  year  81  pail  closets  and  19  privies  were  converted 
to  water  closets.  The  total  number  of  conversions  carried  out  under 
the  Scheme  is  now  2,396  pail  closets  and  879  privies.

The  Counciks  schema  for  voluntary  closet  conversions  was 
discontinued  and  replaced  by  statutory  action  under  Sec.  47  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

Statutory  Notices  are  to  be  served  in  respect  of  all  the  remain¬ 
ing  pail  closets  and  privies  at  premises  situated  in  areas  having  water 
supply  and  sewerage  facilities. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

Several  of  the  Disposal  Works  sites  were  affected  by  flooding 
early  in  February  but  no  serious  damage  was  done. 

The  Council’s  proposals  for  new  sewers  under  the  Rural  Water 
Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944  were  the  subject  of  a  favourable 
report  from  the  County  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  and  were 
forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

ALVASTON. 

The  maintenance  of  certain  private  streets  pending  making-up 
and  adoption  under  the  Private  Street  Works  Act  was  undertaken. 
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CHADDESDEN. 

A  tender  amounting  to  £550  for  the  installation  of  an  addition¬ 
al  sludge  elevator  at  the  Disposal  Works  was  accepted  but  the  work 
had  not  been  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

LITTLEOVER. 

The  construction  of  a  stormwater  overflow  off  Normanton  Lane 
at  a  cost  of  £3,900  was  in  progress. 

SP'ONDON. 

Two  stormwater  overflows  were  constructed  at  a  cost  of  £220 
to  afford  relief  to  the  outfall  sewer. 

Control  of  Civil  Building. 

The  issue  of  Building  Licenses  for  housing  work  and  for 
certain  work  to  other  types  of  building  was  undertaken  on  behalf  of 
the  Ministry  of  Works  in  August  1945. 

It  was  arranged  that  new  work  should  be  dealt  with  by  the 
Building  and  Town  Planning  Dept,  and  repairs  and  maintenance  by 
the  Public  Health  Dept.  During  the  year  1,661  licenses  were  issued, 
making  a  total  of  1,963,  since  this  work  was  undertaken. 

Factories  Act,  1937. 

During  the  year  one  Certificate  as  to  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire  was  issued.  In  numerous  cases  follow-up  action  was  taken  re¬ 
garding  notification  of  acts  or  defaults  received  from  H.M.  Inspec¬ 
tors. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

The  following  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year  :  — 
Trespassing  on  Dale  Abbey  Refuse  Tip — defendant  fined  30/- 
and  2/6d.  costs. 

Non-compliance  with  Statutory  Notice  under  Section  45  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  Act,  1936,  requiring  repair  of  W.C.’s  at  two  premises  at 
Shardlow.  Owner  fined  10/-  in  each  case  and  ordered  to  pay  £2/2/0 
Advocates  fee. 

For  Non-compliance  with  Statutory  Notice  Section  93,  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  requiring  repair  or  renewal  of  a  defective  fireplace 
at  one  house  at  Sandiacre,  the  owner  was  ordered  to  pay  £3/3/0 
Advocate’s  fee  with  7/6d.  costs  and  to  carry  out  the  work  within  six 
weeks. 

Desfruction  of  Rafs  and  Mice. 

In  May  the  Council  appointed  a  Rodent  Operator  to  deal  with 
infestations  in  the  District.  By  December  31st,  1946,  76  infestations 
had  been  dealt  with  and  1,400  rats  and  150  mice  accounted  for.  The 
infestations  concerned  :  —

1  food  depot.  refuse  tips.
